10th day of Stptember. Her fathers nane was Thomas Giles. Her Mothers name was Mari 
Kirkham. 1 have three brothers and one sister,my brothers all embraced the gospel. 
My oldest brother Thoras died at Burlington, Lowa, My brother George is living in H 
City Wasatehccunty. My brother Willies ic Living in the sane place. Sister Sarah is 
duopngdend, his not embraced the gospel. She marricd John Kitehcl, had nine childre 
and burried | 
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I entzuced the gospel when 1 was cleven years ole in Nottingham, England. Was 
livin, out as a servant for about ten years. f 


l enigrated in 1852 in the ship of John Je Boyd. Crossed the plains in Captai 
Euncans Company by ox tean, arrived at Huber City or. September 21 and was married t 
Jobu Giles of trove City on the let day of November in 1862. (Our fathers were cousi 
So that accounted fer our names being tne same.) I bave nad eight children 6 boys 
and two giris., The oldest mliszabetn dicd at the ace of 13 months and 13 days. she wal 
born the 2nd of Noverber,1853. Jonn thomas was born June ist 1865. George William wa 
born Tecenber 6, 1866, and died at the age of 13 months and 7 days. Wilford Fredrick 
was born November 4, 1667. David Franklin was born October 15, 1870. Joseph Francis 
fas born November 16, 1872. Sarah Marjan born October 14, 1874, and Charles Edward 
was born December 20, 1876. 


My huslund John, has 4 brothers and 5 sisters. Hight of them embraced the 
gospel anc are living in this territory all in full fellowship of the church of Jesu 
Christ of Lutter Day Saints, The oldest is Thomas h. Giles, the next George, he marr 
Mary Greenwood of May Lincolnshire. The next Elizabeth, she married Thomas Rasband. 
Ann died when she was seven years of age and John is next, then Mary, then Fredrick 
then Emily, then Kezia, then Willian. 


hy sister heard the Gospel but did not receive it, for which I am very SOITY+ 


when we recejved the gospel we were looked down upon as the lowest degraded pe 
on earth. ihcy, that were our best freinds turned to be our enemies and persecuted 


cause we tad joined the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints, 


but I am thankful that I received the truth and that I know that tnis is the 
Gospel of Salvation and I desire thet I may ever by faithful, that I may be worthy 
to come forin on the morning of the first resurrection and ever live with the first 
in the Kingdom of God where sickness, sorrow and death is not felt and feared any 
more. 


My dear ones it is the prayer of ny heart that we may ever keep the commandmen 
that we have made for it isthe only way to Eternal life, 


My religion is Meat and Drink to me and I hope that my Egsterity may honor God 
and kecp His laws that we may stand upon Nt. Zion and rejoice forever more. I try t 
do my best with the rest of my sisters for the tuilding up of the Kingdom of God. I 
pey my tithing and my temple offerings and I an a Relief society teacher. I was 
married in the endowment house in Salt Lake City by George Q. Cannon. Was blessed by 
Fatriarch John Smith in Provo. He blessed me and my posterity if we would be faithfyl 
in keeping the commandments of Cod, and I know the promise of the Lord through the 
servants is sure if we only serve God and keep His commandments, 


Tne picture enclosed is my Mother. She died on the ist day of March 1872 ,Wy 
Father is still living. He is 77 years old.
